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The Evangelical Witness at the Brussels World Fair 


Some 50 million persons tramped through the spectacular 500-acre exposition in 
Brussels in recent months. What they saw depended upon what they wanted to 
see, what they took home with them depended upon which pavilion they visited. 
The nations of the world each sought to show the greatness and glory of their 
way of life. Russia spent millions of dollars—a reported $2,000,000 for literature 


extolling the virtues and onward march of atheistic 
SPECIAL Communism—and rejoiced that the most popular sou- 
venir was their booklet telling of the growth of Com- 
REPORT munism. The Roman Catholic Church, from a church 


building which seated 2,500 persons, distributed tons of 
literature stressing the Vatican’s political power. Com- 
pared to Rome and Moscow, Protestant witness was very weak. Nevertheless, there 
was an evangelical testimony. 

Perhaps the most popular and most effective Protestant display was the one 
sponsored by 37 missions affiliated with the Congo Protestant Council. Missionary 
Trevor Shaw, editor of Envol, produced for the Council a 48-page magazine, Congo, 
a profusely illustrated story of the growth of the church in the Congo since the 
first mission station was opened 80 years ago. Congo paid tribute to the power of 
the gospel in a most pagan area. The Council’s exhibit provided literature and 
special music by a Congo quartet. 

Most evangelical witness was centered around the Bible Pavilion sponsored by 
the Belgian Gospel Mission. John C. Winston, co-director of the BGM, reporting 
that a large number of priests, monks and nuns stopped to look at the Bibles and 
to talk with some member of the Pavilion’s staff, said: “There seems to be a new 
outlook toward the Bible which is gaining ground in the Roman Catholic Church.” 
(Russian employees of the Soviet Pavilion who visited the Bible Pavilion took 
Gospels of Mark, exclaiming that they were happy to have a Gospel of “Marx’’!) 

A highlight of the Pavilion was the constantly repeated screenings of the Moody 
Institute of Science films, “Dust or Destiny” and “Mystery of Three Clocks.” The 
Destiny film was shown with a French soundtrack, the Clock film was in English. 
The films were provided by the Fact and Faith Film Committee of Britain, an or- 
ganization responsible for the distribution of Moody films throughout the British

Observers reported that many sightseers 
| paused to read the verses, often repeating 
|}them aloud as they appeared. Others 
| translated or interpreted them to their 
| companions. 

The Russian Bible Society, with head- 
| quarters in Washington, D.C., was rep- 
resented by Pastor and Mrs. Nicholai 
Lambert, RBS missionaries. They dis- 
| tributed a great amount of literature, 
including 120,000 Gospels and tens of 
| thousands of tracts, among groups from 
| Iron Curtain lands, including large dele- 
}gations from Poland, Latvia, Estonia, 
| Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria and Russia. 

James Stewart, president of RBS, re- 
ported: “We thank God that various 
|evangelical groups in Belgium have 
| united together to have a_ testimony 
for the Lord among the millions who 
gather. Evangelical bookstands have been 
erected, but they are very small and in- 
significant in comparison to the other 
booths.” 

Harry Liu, representing the Pocket 
Testament League, distributed some 80,- 
000 scripture portions. He used the fa- 
cilities of the Congo Protestant Council 
which had an active evangelism program 
in effect. The scriptures Liu distributed 
were printed in five languages, including 
French, Flemish and English. He reports 
having received special permission to dis- 
tribute Bible portions outside the Amer- 
ican Pavilion. 

Marie Johnson, affiliated with Child 
Evangelism Fellowship International, re- 
ports that many visitors expressed their 
appreciation for the gospel tracts she 
gave out. 

Thus, through these (and other) ef- 
forts, many fairgoers found something 
they were not looking for, the only One 
who could give them peace and happiness 
throughout both time and eternity—the 
only true Way of Life.

FORMOSA: In Taipei on Formosa, a pact 
against the Gospel has been made by the 
people of Liu Ying according to mission- 
ary reports. The people have vowed that 
anyone who becomes a Christian will be 
driven out of the town. However, at one 
missionary meeting 100 adults listened 
for two hours, and hundreds of gospel 
tracts were distributed. 


CHINA: Protestant as well as Roman 
Catholic “reactionaries” are feeling the 
impact of Communist China’s “Big Leap 
Forward” campaign, which has been ex- 
tended to include religion. Specifically, 
this means purging Christian organiza- 
tions of what the Communists call “im- 
perialist running dogs” who “hide under 
the cloak of religion.” 

Reports of purges already undertaken 
among Protestants in Heilungkiang, 
Kirin, Kweichow and Fukien provinces 
and at Dairen in Manchuria are con- 
tained in copies of mainland newspapers 
received in Hong Kong. In each area the 
Communists sponsored discussions and 
debates to speed the movement for set-

A Look at Russian Schools 


This fall, as youngsters troop back to school, our edu- 
cational system will take up its work under more critical 
scrutiny than usual. Critics of our schools are still point- 
ing out that U. S. students are already outdistanced by 
their counterparts in Russia, especially in science, mathe- 
matics and languages, by the time they graduate from 
high school. Others are noting that whereas we give 
recognition for athletics and other extra-curricular activ- 
ities, the Soviet system rewards more solid academic 
achievement. 

In view of what has been said and what will no doubt 
continue to be said this fall and winter, unusual interest 
is attached to the observations of U. S. Commissioner of 
Education Lawrence G. Derthick on Russian education. 
Speaking before the National Press Club in Washington 
D.C., Commissioner Derthick recently summarized the 
findings of a ten-man educational team during a month- 
long U. S. government-sponsored survey of Soviet Union 
schools and colleges. 

The American observers apparently felt that they had 
been permitted a candid view of the Soviet educational 
system. Their tour covered 7,000 miles and included sev- 
eral departures from the prepared itinerary first sug- 
gested by the Russian Minister of Education. These 
changes in itinerary, they said, were cheerfully accepted 
by their Russian hosts. 

According to the magazine, Educational Business, the 
Commissioner described the Russian attitude toward edu- 
cation as one of “total commitment,” to the educational 
task. He added that the team’s major reaction was one 
of “astonishment” at what has been accomplished. 

On the favorable side, the Commissioner listed the 
following: 

Classes of reasonable size 

Teachers chosen on a highly selective basis with no 
signs of teacher shortage. (Salaries are equivalent to 
those of doctors or engineers) 

Widespread teaching of foreign languages 

Intensive instruction (Schooling continues after 
school hours and during the summer. Soviet 10-year 
schools with six-day week an@ short vacations are 
approximately equivalent to U. S. 12-year schools) 

Abundant staff assistance and ample school budgets 

Parental responsibility for the way children act and 
apply themselves, with mother and father participating 
regularly in school affairs 
Science and languages are emphasized, and biology, 

chemistry, physics and astronomy are required. Foreign 
language instruction is begun as early as the second 
grade, and literature, history and geography are taught 
in the second language beginning in the fifth grade. 

On the other side of the ledger sheet are certain qual- 
ities which are less commendable from the U. S. point of 
view. These include: 

A tendency toward “stereotyped concepts of culture 
and esthetics .. . and lack of emphasis upon individual 
expression and creativeness.” 

Instruction in which pupils are drilled on certain 
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specific elements called for in examination. The Com- 

missioner declared that little if any attention is given 

to questions involving application of knowledge to new 
situations. 

In a word, the Commissioner’s reaction seemed to be 
that the Soviet is undoubtedly making tangible and even 
amazing advances in an all-out school program, but that 
its school system is designed to fit the needs of a planned 
society rather than a social order such as our own. “Our 
confidence in the educational system of the United States, 
as reflected in our better schools, has been strengthened 
by this experience,” the Commissioner declared. “On 
the other hand, our concern for our weaker and neg- 
lected schools has been deepened.” 

Certainly it would seem that this glimpse over the 
back fence at Russian education will be having long- 
range effects on our own educators and on the public as 
a whole. The U. S. should not and must not drift into 
the thinking that we live by Sputniks, science and foreign 
language skills alone. But insofar as the educators’ re- 
port melts away complacency and brings a more definite, 
let’s-get-down-to-business attitude in our education, the 
impact should be wholesome. 


The Preacher with a Message 


In such a day as this, the messenger of Christ needs a 
message. It might be that some age would be contented 
with a graceful little essay on ethics, but our day of un- 
certainty, unbelief and grossest sin needs a word of con- 
viction and power. 

In an eastern city we recently picked up a Saturday 
newspaper with its announcements and news of the 
churches. In a prominent space on the page was a 
“message” from a pastor. Sadly enough, the writer is 
pastor of a denominational church supposed to be 
orthodox. 

Here are a few timid phrases from this message on the 
theme, “Be Good.” 

Good men and women are the Atlasses of today, 
holding up what there is of heaven in this world. ... 

Be good. Amend your ways. Change from selfish- 
ness to unselfishness, from dishonor to honor, from hate 
to love. What a challenging call this is! For a good 
life, no matter where you find it, is a blessing to the 

world, of the greatest importance to civilization. .. .

Be good this coming year—good enough to be honest 
when others are dishonest, to be kind when others are 
cruel, to have faith in the eventual victory of the best | 
when others in discouragement and fear surrender to [ 


the worst. 


So, because the world will be lost without the sav- | fi 


ing quality of goodness your life can give, 
Be good. 
What a gospel of piffle to give to a lost world! The 
exhortation to goodness is proper in its place, but not 


in an exhortation to the world through a newspaper 7 


column. To invite this world of sin, corruption and 


filth to “be good” is like standing in the door of a hos- | 


pital ward and saying, “Be well.” 

It is this kind of indefiniteness in message that has 
made the church the impotent organization it is today. 
Lack of doctrinal foundation in the preacher’s thinking 
and message is producing in the churches little ethical 
societies of folk who do not know what they believe and 
no two of them believe the same thing. 

A friend was telling of conversations he had with two 
members of a supposedly evangelical church in his 
neighborhood. The conversations were had at different 
times. One of these persons believed that life ended at 
the grave, and scoffed at any suggestion of immortality. 
The other believed in reincarnation—that the human 
spirit reappeared on earth in different forms. Could two 
ideas be farther apart? And yet these two were out 
from under the same ministry. 

The preacher who ignores doctrine while he expatiates 
on social justice, a warless world and “be good,” will 
have in his congregation some people who believe their 
great, great grandmother is now a frog, and others that 
she is a spook who spends all her spare hours rapping 
on tables. 

Doctrine is the backbone of Christian preaching. 
Without doctrine, preaching is spineless and flabby. The 
personality of the preacher may hold a congregation 
around him as he deals out creampuffs and ladyfingers, 
but the preaching will not produce character or build 
a church. 

Preacher, whatever else you get, get a message! 
are hungry for a “Thus saith the Lord.”

THE 
MISSION 
FIELD 
THAT 
COMES 
TO US

OE and Mary are going back to school 

this fall. So are Ramani from India 
and Seiko from Japan. And so is 
Elena from Peru. But theirs is a 
strange school. They will study in a for- 
eign language, live among people of dif- 
ferent customs, and possibly spend many 
lonely hours before returning to their 
homelands. The schools they attend are 
located in many Hometowns, U.S.A., and 
the strangers among whom they live are 
—you and I. 

They are part of the 100,000 overseas 
visitors who swell our population this 
fall. Representing nearly every nation in 
the world, every field of learning, every 
social ‘strata, they are eager to absorb all 
they can of our country’s culture, both 
inside and outside the classroom. But for 
us Christians the question is: will they 
meet Christ while they are here? 

A State Department official said re- 
cently that he feels one of the most sig- 
nificant historical events of the next 
decade will be the great “movement of 
peoples” taking place today. According 
to recent statistics, we are hosts to ap- 
proximately 40,000 college and university 
students. These are in addition to the 
thousands of people engaged in research, 
diplomatic relations and various types of 
training. The center of education has 
gradually shifted from Europe to Amer- 
ica, and we now have thousands of stu- 
dents from “closed door” countries here 
for technical and cultural training. 

Who are these student visitors? They 
are mature men and women who know 
what they want and where they are going. 
Many of them have won scholarships 
through strenuous competition. Thirty- 
five per cent come from Asia, 25 per cent 
from Latin America and 20 per cent from 
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A holiday tea for overseas students helps everyone to get 


acquainted. Ideas are exchanged and friendships are formed which 
result in opportunities for Christian witness. 


Moslem countries. Children of royalty are 
among them. Others are sent by their 
governments to be trained in strategic 
projects. Our State Department brings 
over still others. And they will go back 
with their knowledge after a few months 
or a few years of study. 

These brilliant young overseas stu- 
dents represent a transplanted mission 
field, but so far evangelical American 
Christians have been missing the boat. 
They have been slow to realize that po- 
tential world leaders of tomorrow are 
within their reach to evangelize. In fact, 
the average foreign student may become 
isolated if matters are allowed to take 
their ordinary course. 

This is the acid test of the Christian’s 
love for Christ as expressed in foreign 
missions. Do we love the foreign missions 
program only while it is safely across the 
seas? Or can we love the African and 
the Arabian, the Chinese and the Cam- 
bodian in our own country? Can we love 
them in our own living room, speaking 
our own language? 

Yet today, without all the special train- 
ing necessary for missionaries, the aver- 
age Christian here at home can witness 
effectively to representatives of every 
mission field in the world. And even the 
Smallest child can have a share in this 
missionary work. 


+ Some churches, denominations and 
inter-denominational groups have already 
caught the vision of reaching these for- 
eign students for Christ. Among them is 
International Students, Inc. This is an 
inter-denominational Christian mission 
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dedicated to establishing a Christian wit- 
ness in every nation in this generation. It 
specializes in not missing the boat—lit- 
erally: the ISI program begins even be- 
fore the boat arrives! 

Through various media, the services of 
ISI and its friendship branch, FOCUS 
(Friendship of Overseas College and Uni- 
versity Students), are made known to 
the students in many countries. Letters 
pour into the Washington headquarters 
naming students to be met at ports of 
entry. On hand to meet them at the 
three major ports, the San Francisco Bay 
area, Miami and New York, are staff men 
from ISI offices in these cities. 

These staff men make the first impres- 
sion for Seiko, Ramani and Elena an un- 
forgettable one by helpfulness in travel 
details and Christian hospitality. From 
this point on, Seiko, Ramani and Elena, 
and all their overseas friends with whom 
contacts have been made are followed up 
with friendly Christian hospitality wher- 
ever they go. If they must cross the 


country to reach their campus or 
wish to travel during holidays, ISI 
arranges Christian homes as _ points 


of stopover. 

After reaching their schools, the stu- 
dents are helped in making further con- 
tacts. In university centers like Chicago, 
Boston, Philadelphia and Washington, 
there are full-time ISI staff men and 
offices to arrange friendship activities. As 
visiting students come to know their 
hosts, opportunities open to share the 
Christian faith. 

The individual American Christian and 
his family are really the core of the ISI 


program. Although there are several 
dozen State-side staff members, they are 
obviously too few to reach 100,000 foreign 
visitors. Much of the staff time is spent 
therefore, in “bridgework,” making con- 
tacts between the American evangelical 
and the foreign student. The actual “mis- 
sionary” work is done by American lay 
Christians, volunteers who are willing to 
seize the opportunity for sharing their 
faith with foreign students. 


+ How does the ISI program work? Al- 
though the tools of the gospel are the 
same, the direct evangelistic approach 
of the mission field is not usually the 
most appropriate choice. There are many 
reasons for this, chiefly the varied cul- 
tures of the students. A student may be 
alienated by an abrupt evangelistic ap- 
proach. Or again, he may not be familiar 
with Christian vocabulary or concepts. 

An Indian student, asked if he had 
been “born again,” for example might 
readily reply, “Oh, yes, several times.” 
And because he would be a firm believer 
in reincarnation of the soul, his answer 
would be honest. Again, some scientific 
students pride themselves on atheistic 
or agnostic positions. They put no stock 
in references to “the Bible says,” regard- 
ing it as any other piece of ancient liter- 
ature. 

Can you share your home with foreign 
students? Quite possibly, depending on 
your location. To find out, write 2311 Cal- 
vert Street N.W., Washington 8, D.C. 
That’s the address of International Stu- 


dents, Inc. They’ll know of opportunities 


in your area.

+JT isn’t really difficult to entertain these 
young people from overseas. Basically, all 
you have to do is become the student’s 
friend. Take him as he is and share with 
him what you are. He is usually most 
interested in home experiences and you 
should begin there if at all possible. Treat 
him as one of the family, but explain 
anything strange. Set a good example for 
your children by being genuine yourself. 
Don’t make elaborate plans; just be nat- 
ural, Inquire ahead of time about any 
religious taboos he might have in the way 
of foods; then respect them. 

Find out more about the student and 
his country so that you prove your real 
interest in him. Don’t let him think that 
your friendship has its limitations be- 
cause he is not a Christian or give him 
the impression that your friendship is 
only “bait” to push Christianity on him. 
Recognize that he is sincere about his 
own religion and perhaps even more 
serious and demonstrative than you! But 
keep in mind his need for Christ. 

As the student shares your balanced 
Christian life, it will be most natural for 
you to share with him, when the time is 
ripe, the central emphasis of your life: 
Jesus Christ. A dedicated, normal Chris- 
tian life will be the greatest thing to 
attract him to Christ. Remember, you 
aren’t trying to Americanize him, but to 
introduce him to Christ. If you plan your 
contacts with your friend with prayer, 
you may see God work miracles. 

However, not all will be won to Christ. 
If the student is not won before he re- 
turns to his homeland, the time spent is 
Not in vain. He may return to a position 
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of influence and favor Christian work in 
his own land. He may even be won after 
his return by missionary or indigenous 
Christian effort. The expression of your 
love and friendship for the overseas stu- 
dent is never wasted if done in His name. 


+ ISI fills out its program by emphasiz- 
ing the upbuilding of Christian overseas 
students. It is sad that our American 
materialistic way of life has dampened 
the spiritual life of many of these stu- 
dents. They are potential firebrands for 
Christ in their homelands. They may 
enter countries where foreign mission- 
aries are excluded. The average Christian 
family can be just like Priscilla and 
Aquila in spiritually guiding these young 
foreign Christians, encouraging them to 
witness for Christ at home. 

After completing a cross-country trip 
planned through ISI, one student wrote, 
“I was never in my life so impressed 
about the Christian life and the Christian 
families. Wherever I went ... the at- 
mosphere was the same. God was at the 
center of each. I thank you very much. 
No lecturer, no priest could ever have 
told me what I have seen with my own 
eyes.” 

Through visiting a farm family in Kan- 
sas a Formosan student was led to 
Christ. Much groundwork of contact and 
prayer had been laid from the time he 
was met at a port of entry right through 
his student days. To culminate God's 
work of grace, he was led to see the peace 
and joy of the Christian family on the 
farm. He knew he needed it, too, and 
asked about it. They explained the gospel

to him and he readily accepted Christ. 
When he left he said, “Today I became a 
Christian. Jesus has saved me. May I 
bring my roommate out to see you, too?” 

Another Oriental student testified, 
“The heart-warming welcome and sincere 
kindness I received from the Christian 
families I visited first attracted me to 
Christianity. Then I attended church for 
the first time. I listened to the first 
Christian testimonies I had ever heard.” 
Much later, after repeated contacts with 
many Christians and attendance at Bible 
studies, he came to accept Christ. A radio 
engineering student, he looks forward to 
helping his whole land to hear the good 
news of Christ that he came to know. 

Typical of the opportunities given to 
housewives who otherwise may feel shut 
in and tied down is this story of a Japa- 
nese lady at a luncheon given for wives 
of: internationals in an American home. 

“I am so happy to meet a Christian, 
finally, in America,” she said to her 
hostess. “I knew you were a Christian 
when you prayed before the meal today. 
My husband is not a believer in Christ. 
Please pray for him that while he is here 
in America, he will become a Christian.” 
When the other guests had gone home, 
this Japanese lady stayed to talk more 
about Christ and to have Christian fel- 
lowship for the first time since she ar- 
rived in the United States.

program that for nine years has multiplied the outreach 
of our Calvary Baptist Church in Hazel Park, Mich. 

One of the faithful older men in the congregation had 
approached me with an unusual request. “Pastor,” he said, 
“why don’t you let us help you in the visitation work?” 

At first the idea didn’t quite register with me, but the more 
he talked about it, the more I began to see the possibilities. 
If I could get others to help in visitation, I might be able to 
double or even triple the results. 

I had absolutely nothing to lose. When I had come to the 
church in 1944, the average attendance in Sunday school was 
130. For the next four years, I had preached the gospel, taught 
the Bible and visited. By 1949 the Sunday school had grown 
to 250, a gain of 120 in about four years. Of course I was the 
only one doing any visitation. After all, wasn’t that what the 
pastor was being paid for? 

That was the way things stood when this older member of 
the congregation approached me with the idea of sharing 
visitation responsibility. And I agreed. 

My friend and I planned to launch the new program on a 
Monday night. I made an announcement the preceding Sun- 
day and asked interested persons to meet at the church at 
7:00 p.m. I supplied index cards on which were written the 
names and addresses of people I wanted visited. My friend 
supplied doughnuts and coffee to be served at the church about 
9:00 p.m., after the visitation was over. 

On this first night just a few came out. It was a discour- 


4 first it was only a suggestion. But it led to a visitation 
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aging beginning, but week by week more people became inter- 
ested. The first year we averaged about a dozen people each 
Monday night. But at least we had made a start and we kept 
at it each week. By the end of that first twelve months of 
visitation, our average Sunday school attendance had risen 
to 400, an increase of 150 in one year. 

I looked at the figures. During the first four years, without 
visitation, we gained only 120 but in just one year, with visita- 
tion, we gained 150! 


+ Montu by month, we recruited more callers, especially from 
among our Sunday school teachers. The teachers visited their 
absentees, others called on prospects, still others called on 
visitors to the church and a few made door-to-door calls 
through an entire block. We kept the Sunday school attend- 
ance record board in front of the auditorium and it revealed 
Steady growth. When the year was up our average attendance 
figure was 500. 

After our visitation program had been going for about a 
year, we began to meet at the church on Monday nights for 
Supper. We still continue this plan. The meal is prepared by 
ladies from the church and is served at cost. We eat from 
6:00 to 6:30, have visitation instruction from 6:30 to 6:45, 
and from 6:45 to 7:00 listen to reports of the previous Sun- 
day’s attendance as well as testimonies resulting from calls 
made the preceding Monday night. We try to get out on our 
calls by 7:00 and call until 9:00 o’clock. We do not plan to 
meet at the church after calling. 
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The initial visitation supper proved very popular with the 
folks, so we opened the nursery in order that families could 
come for visitation and leave their children in safe care. This 
also helped increase the number of callers. 


+ Sunpay school attendance continued to grow in proportion 
to the number of callers out on Monday night visitation. Our 
attendance board showed 600, 800, 900, then 1200, 1500 and 
1600. By 1957 our attendance averaged 1700, and the figure 
is still climbing. Attendance at other services has also grown 
proportionately, but the Sunday school has grown the fastest. 

By the time attendance had reached the 1500 mark, most 
of our people were sold on visitation. Now approximately 200 
workers take part in our weekly visitation program. And we 
are seeing results, not merely in numbers but in souls saved. 
Hardly a Monday night goes by but that at least one person is 
saved in the homes visited. 

With the yearly increase, we have constantly had to ex- 
pand our facilities, so that since we began our visitation pro- 
gram we have been in a building program almost continu- 
ously. We are now building for the fifth time since we began 
a regular systematic visitation program. 

Of course this presents no real problem. The more people 
who come, the more room needed, but the more people who 
come, the more money they contribute. When we began our 
visitation program, our annual total income was about $20,000. 
During the past year, following nine years of visitation, our 
income exceeded $200,009.

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We are convinced that a weekly visita- 
tion program will produce definite re- 
sults in any size Sunday school and 
church and in any locality. The main 
thing is to begin! Make a start even if 
you only have a few callers, and grow 
from there. 


+ THE members of our visitation teams 
leave a gospel booklet in each home. This 
has a picture of the church with our ad- 
dress on the back cover and also gives 
the hours of all our services. If nothing 
elsexsis accomplished, the gospel is placed 
in the home. 

Our callers go out two by two; either a 
husband and wife, or two women together 
or two men together. Sometimes a Sun- 
day school teacher will go out with sev- 
eral of her pupils to call on absentees. 
They also may call on children that the 
pupils know from their public school 


‘ contacts. The main thrust of the visita- 


tion is to get each Sunday school teacher 
calling every week, first on absentees and 
then on the rest of the members of the 
class in alphabetical order. 

But visitation work is not confined to 
the teachers. Others are also recruited to 
call on prospects. (A prospect is anyone 
who does not already regularly attend 
elsewhere.) Prospect lists are compiled 
from several sources. First, we include 
visitors who attend church occasionally. 
We also ask our own people to turn in the 
names and addresses of friends and 
neighbors who are unchurched. And we 


try to keep our eyes open for any new 


people who move into the area. The first

milk man who gets to that home usually ~ 


gets the customer. We attempt to be the 
first church to call on the newcomers. 
We have learned that we can reach the 
people in our area only by going to them 
with the gospel. For that reason we visit 
every home in our immediate area ap- 
proximately once every two years. This 
of course involves going from door to 
door right through an entire block. Pos- 
sibly only one prospect may be turned up 
in an entire block, but sometimes there 


are two or three. Untold blessings have is 
come from this type of visitation. The © 


Lord leads callers to a home just at the | 
right time and many splendid contacts | 
have been made. Good prospects have [| 


been unearthed and in some cases souls 
have been won. 


+ VISITATION has many beneficial effects. 


Not only does our Monday night calling | 


help the Sunday school and church, and 
the people contacted, but it also does 
something for the callers. Once a Chris- 
tian gets a taste of serving the Lord in 
visitation ministry, he begins to grow.

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Of course many people are reluctant 
to engage in visitation work. Some are 
afraid, others are timid and some just 
disinterested. Some will respond to the 
challenge to go out on visitation night, 
at least with team members calling on 
the sick. And gradually these timid per- 
sons will grow a bit bolder and them- 
selves begin calling on prospects. 


In our calls for visitors we do not ask 
people to go out to win souls, for that 
would frighten off most of the average 
congregation. We merely ask them to go 
out in a group to invite people to Sun- 
day school. This takes no training; only 
a willingness to be used as a means of 
contact. Once a person begins in this 
modest way, eventually the door will open 
for him to witness for Christ and he will 
find himself witnessing without realizing 
it. Thus the visitor soon becomes a soul- 
winner. All this takes place without the 
stress and strain of the energy of the 
flesh. 


One important principle of visitation 
is persistence. We go out each week, win- 
ter and summer, snow, hail, rain or heat. 
Nothing is permitted to take precedence 
on Monday evenings. We owe what we 
have, under God, to visitation, and would 
no more think of cancelling our Monday 
night visitation than of cancelling our 
mid-week service. 


Though we call on Monday nights, in 
some areas it may be better to call on a 
Tuesday or another night. To be success- 
ful, however, a visitation program must 
be sparked by the pastor who stands to 
gain more than anyone else. He is du- 
plicating himself by as many people as 
will get under the visitation load. Then 
the Sunday school superintendent must 
take the lead in encouraging people to 
take part. Enthusiastic leadership is es- 
sential. 


Nowhere does the New Testament inti- 
mate that we are to erect church build- 
ings and then expect the lost to drift into 
them. Rather the Bible declares that we 
are to go out and find them where they 
are and bring them in. “Go out into the 
highways and hedges, and compel them 
to come in, that my house may be filled” 
(Lk. 14:23). Most Sunday schools and 
churches seem to have the attitude, 
“Come in and get saved—or stay out and 
go to Hell.” It is obvious that people are 
Staying out, in spite of the tragic alterna- 
tive. But they can be reached if the 
church as a whole will make the effort to 
go out after them. END

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Overcoming Spiritual Blight

pAY most of our older eastern cities 
Tt the U.S. are battling against the 
blight of outworm and overcrowded 
housing. Serious as such _ physical 
blight may be, it is not to be compared 
with the deadly spiritual decadence 
throughout’ the 
land. 

In spite of 
the thousands 
who have been 
reached through 
mass campaigns, 
the vast majority 
of unsaved, un- 
churched people 
will not be 
reached in this way, nor by the usual 
two-weeks local church campaign. 
These means and methods have their 
place, but they are completely inade- 
quate in themselves. 

We believe the real answer to the 
problem can and will come only when 
each of the fifty thousand or more 
evangelical churches of the nation 
catch the vision and pursue a prayer- 
ful, continuous and thorough pro- 
gram of community evangelism 
through visitation. 

Visitation evangelism is not a new 
method. Our Saviour Himself carefully 
selected the twelve, then later chose 
seventy other men, gave them full 
instructions and sent them out in 
pairs as His representatives. The Lord 
Jesus likewise practiced visitation 
evangelism. In Luke 8:1 we read that 
“He went throughout every city and 
village, preaching and shewing the 
glad tidings of the kingdom of God: 
and the twelve were with him.” 

Later, the church at Jerusalem fol- 
lowed the same approach. Luke says, 
“And daily in the temple and in every 
house, they ceased not to teach and 
preach Jesus Christ” (Acts 5:42). 
Early church historians indicate that 
the Jerusalem church membership 
may have increased anywhere from 
25,000 to as many as a quarter of a 
million. One thing is positively indi- 
cated. This tremendous growth came 
about through a determined Spirit- 
filled house-to-house campaign of 
personal witness beginning with only 
120 believers. 





How should such work be carried 
on? Several practical suggestions may 
be offered especially for pastors. 

1. The pastor must first prepare 

himself for this ministry. 

(a) Spiritual preparation is es- 
sential. The pastor must feel 
the burden and necessity of 
the campaign. 

He must come to understand 
the principles of visitation 
evangelism. 

He must become acquainted 
with the neighborhood in a 
broad sense and determine 
the area to be evangelized. 
He must work out a compre- 
hensive plan, studying all 
available helps. 

He must study his people: 
assess their fitness for the 
work and need for training. 
He must discover the most 
likely leaders to assist. 


2. The pastor must condition his 
people for the task.

(a) By means of well-planned 
messages on personal wit- 
ness. 


(b) By providing special training 
for campaign follow-up work. 
3. The full force of the local church 
must be mobilized for the 
campaign. 
There will be work for every- 
one in the neighborhood cen- 
sus. 
Advanced Christians should 
be selected and trained for 
follow-up work in visiting 
prospects in the home. Team 
up the timid and inexperi- 
enced with those more quali- 
fied. 

4. There must be much prepara- 
tion: A large map of the area 
must be obtained, leaders must 
be selected, campaign promotion 
carried out and provision made 
for adequate campaign records. 

Finally, keep on in your visitation 

evangelism. In Pastor David Allen’s 
church, teams go out every week re- 
gardless of rain, snow or any other 
hindrance. Note the results, “Go thou 
and do likewise.”

The first phrase here tells us that we are compassed about n 
with a “great cloud of witnesses.” Some have visualized from te 
these words a large amphitheater in the arena of which we tc 
who are now living are congregated, and all our loved ones ra 
who have gone on to be with Christ are watching us. Yet I 
wonder if a candid examination of the passage will bear out al 
this interpretation. 5 iti 

Consider, first of all, the word “cloud” as it is used here. we 
The word in the original does not refer to a small cloud or a we 
large thunderhead, either of which can be clearly outlined 
in the heavens. It speaks instead of a cloud mass that covers” Je 
the heavens. These witnesses, then, are surrounding us like) m 
a cloud that covers the skies. of 

The next important word is “witnesses.” Some have thought th 
that this means “spectators,” but such is not the case. It does nil 
not mean here that some are going to be witnesses to Him fac 
in the sense of Acts 1:8. It is speaking rather, of those who fru 
have borne witness to the truth. Without question, it has ref- ] 
erence to these individuals of faith spoken of in Hebrews asi 
eleven. So the picture is not so much that of persons who are 
are watching us, but rather of those who have seen some- to 
thing and are bearing testimony to it. Each one has witnessed wit 
in one way or another to his faith in Christ, and the witness of | 
of all of them gives us inspiration as we too run the race. it € 

In the spiritual realm we have more than mere illustration anc 
and inspiration, however. We have God-given powers which 
will enable us to be what we aspire to be as the new life in 
Christ is developed in us. In other words, these witnesses do 
not illustrate what men and women have become on their eas 
own, but what men and women have become through the our 
power of Christ working in them. 

A person who is an all-out sinner can take heart in hearing 
the testimony of Rahab, the harlot, who by faith believed God cun 


and was saved. To a Christian who has been called to a place T 
of leadership, there is the example of Moses or Joshua or the 
David to lend encouragement and point the way to the fullest out 
development of God-given powers.

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+ WE have seen the encouragement offered by this cloud of 
witnesses; let us now examine some of the things that may 
hinder us from reaching the goal. To help us, specific instruc- 
tions are given in the next part of verse one. We are advised, 
first of all, to “lay aside every weight.” 

This expression is translated by Phillips in these words: 
“Strip off everything that hinders.” The long-flowing gar- 
ments of the Eastern peoples would be a real hindrance in a 
race. The everyday garments worn by us would be a real 
handicap on the cinder track. So, in the spiritual race all 
unnecessary impediments must be laid aside. 

The weights that hinder seek to fasten themselves on us, 
again and again, but by prayer and faith we must lay them 
aside. One of these is selfish motive. We want to impress 
others with ourselves rather than with Christ, when we ought 
to look away unto Jesus. If we are seeking to win applause 
for ourselves, we will be hindered in our race. A person run- 
ning a foot race does not have time to think about the spec- 
tators and the effect he may be having upon them. If he tries 
to, he may break stride and lose the race. So in the spiritual 
race. 

Another weight is that of towchiness. In the race Christians 
are running along side of us and often we are overly sensi- 
tive. If someone does not give us the recognition we think 
we Ought to have, or applaud when we have done something 
we think is unusually good, our feelings are hurt. 

Jealousy could be another weight which we must set aside. 
Jealousy can hold us back, and cause us to sit around and 
mope and pout, thinking that some others are getting ahead 
of us or maybe receiving more recognition than we are. Such 
things exclude the power of God, and we are hindered in run- 
ning the race. From these unchristian attitudes spring up 
factions which divide the people of God, and in place of the 
fruit of the Spirit are seen envy, evil temper, etc. 

How can such things be set aside? By faith we lay them 
aside. By faith we know we have died with Jesus Christ and 
are now alive unto God. By faith we look to the Holy Spirit 
to make effective in our daily experience what is already true 
with regard to our position before God. By faith we say, “Spirit 
of God, I take my place as having died with Jesus. You make 
it effective. Now I take my place as alive, risen from the dead 
and living with Jesus. You make it real.” 


+ We are told, moreover, to lay aside the “sin which doth so 
easily beset us.” Phillips translates this as the “sin that dogs 
our feet.” We are running a race and something is hanging 
on our feet. This is no mere encumbrance, however, but a 
Specific sin, apparently the sin to which we most easily suc- 
cumb. 

The first sin that would be suggested to us in the light of 
the study we have had in Hebrews eleven is unbelief. “With- 
out faith it is impossible to please him.” Unbelief is the oppo- 
site of faith, and it is a sin which constantly dogs the Chris- 
ulan. Faith, on the other hand, is simply taking God at His 
Word. 

That besetting sin may be a life of lovelessness. We read, 
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“though I have the gift of prophecy, and understand all mys- 
teries, and all knowledge; and though I have all faith, so that 
I could remove mountains, and have not charity, I am noth- 
ing” (I Cor. 13:2). The word “charity” here is really “love,” 
but a love foreign to the natural human heart. It is a love 
which comes from God and has been shed abroad in our 
hearts through the Holy Spirit. So far as the Christian is 
concerned, no matter what he does, if it is not motivated by 
this God-given love it is useless. 

Another sin that so easily besets the average Christian is 
that of not spending time alone with the Lord. “Faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the Word of God.” Our faith will 
grow as we meditate on the Word. The First Psalm tells us 
to meditate on the Word of God day and night. When a be- 
liever does this he becomes “like a tree planted by the rivers 
of water, that bringeth forth his fruit in his season; his leaf 
also shall not wither; and whatsoever he doeth shall prosper” 
(Ps. 1:3). 

Could it be that your failure to prosper is due to neglect 
here? Possibly you have been procrastinating; you have been 
putting off this matter of a daily quiet time with the Lord 
When this is done we put something else in the place of that 
which is of highest value. We are loving the wrong thing. 

Prayerlessness is another sin that easily besets most of us. 
Samuel said, “God forbid that I should sin against the Lord 
in ceasing to pray for you” (I Sam. 12:23). Let us check our 
lives to make sure that we are meeting God’s standards. 

Here is one matter which some may not like to consider. 
And yet it should be considered, because it is something that 
is common today. Television in itself is not a sin, but if it 
robs us of the time we ought to spend with God, then it could 
become our besetting sin. In matters like this you will have 
to judge for yourself. But if you allow any form of entertain- 
ment to hinder your walk with God, then that thing is wrong. 


+ THE next aspect of this Christian race is to run it with pa- 
tience. “Let us run with patience the race that is set before 
us.” Yet I am afraid there is more running away from God 
than of running the race for God. God’s work requires haste. 
Notice what Paul has to say about this. “Know ye not that 
they which run in a race run all, but one receiveth the prize. 
So run, that ye may obtain.” 

We have seen how the “great cloud of witnesses” in Hebrews 
11 waited with patience for the promise that had not yet 
been realized. We, too, are waiting for fulfillment of that 
same promise. Yet God is never late; His promises are al- 
ways true. And “ye have need of patience, that, after ye have 
done the will of God, ye might receive the promise” (Heb. 
10:36). 

It is important not to misunderstand the nature of this 
race. Some seem to think that it is a competition among be- 
lievers where one man’s work for the Lord is much more im- 
portant than another’s. It is not so. All of these form part 
of the race that is set before us, and part of the open door 
that God has given us. By His grace each of us must run the 
race that is set before us, in which our competition is not 
with other believers, but with the forces of sin and Satan. 
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+ WE are also to be “looking unto Jesus 
the author and finisher of our faith.” 
There is a gospel song we love to sing 
these days which says, 


Turn your eyes upon Jesus, 

Look full in His wonderful 
face, 

And the things of earth will 
grow strangely dim 

In the light of His glory and 
grace. 


While on a visit to the Northwest, I 
visited the lady who wrote that song— 
which has been used around the world. 

This dear old saint of God, over eighty 
years of age when I met her, was blind. 
And yet she could sing, “Turn your eyes 
upon Jesus.” How could she see? She saw 
with the inner eye of faith. The physical 
world around her was dark, but in her 
soul a light was shining. She was look- 
ing into the face of the Saviour who is 
both Author and Finisher of our faith. 

Our Saviour taught us a most impor- 
tant lesson with reference to light and 
the eye in His Sermon on the Mount. 
His words were: 


The light of the body is the eye: 
if therefore thine eye be single, thy 
whole body shall be full of light. But 
if thine eye be evil, thy whole body 
shall be full of darkness. If there- 
fore the light that is in thee be dark- 


ness, how great is that darkness! 
(Matt. 6:22, 23) 


The light spoken of here is a guide, 
and the eye as man’s means of compre- 
hending it. Thus, the eye guides us ac- 
cording to what light we have. In the 
spiritual realm our light is the Spirit of 
God, using the Word of God. In this 
light we see Jesus with the eye of faith. 
This is light for our soul. 

Now if our eye is single—that is, if it 
has put one aim or one purpose in life, 
one delight, one direction—then we shall 
be filled with light. And the singleness 
of aim is due to our attitude of heart. 

If you have ever seen a tightrope 
walker, you have observed that he kept 
his eyes straight ahead. He did not look 
at the crowd beneath him, or listen to 
the applause. He did not look down at 


‘all, but at something in the direction he 


was walking. By keeping his eye on an 
object that did not move, he himself was 
able to stay in line and keep his balance. 
Such is the singleness of eye God wants 
us to hold. 


On the other hand, the eye that is evil 
throws us off balance. If we try to keep 
one eye on God, and the other eye on 
self or the world, then we run into diffi- 
culties. Then covetousness, hardness of 
heart, envy, complaining, grudge-carry- 
ing and all of these other things show 
up in our conduct. 
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We too shall sail away,

His approval and at the same time for the 
applause of men, then our eye is double, 
and darkness is in our hearts. 

Our Saviour is described as the Author 
and Finisher of our faith (Heb. 12:2). 
That means He is the Originator of our 
faith and that He is the First in demon- 
strating faith. 

Our faith originates in Him. It is His 
gift to us. The same truth is seen in 
Hebrews 2:10 where we read, “For it be- 
came him, for whom are all things, and

right hand of the throne of God. “Where- | 


fore God also hath highly exalted Him, 
and given Him a name which is above 
every name.” 
Jesus received from the Father, having 
taken upon Himself the shame and death 
that was ours. His cross work is finished. 


Such is the reward that | 


There is nothing more to be done in that | 


respect. 

In this He is our greatest witness, or 
example, of faith. To benefit from His 
example we must by faith renounce the 
things this world may hold for the glory 
that He has set before us. The love of 
Christ will constrain us to reach this 
glorious goal. 

Let us, then, look away to Jesus. Let 
us consider Him who endured such con- 
tradiction of sinners against Himself, 
lest we be wearied and faint in our minds.

to do about it,” he said. “If my children 
can’t find a Christian boarding place— 
and it looks like they can’t—they just 
won't go to high school.” 

Their problem—that of sending teen- 
agers out on their own for a high school 
education—was a big one, peculiar to 
much of the West’s more sparsely settled 
areas. They wanted their young people 
to have a thorough, accredited educa- 
tion. But in addition, they wanted des- 
perately to see their children mature in 
Christian character and stability during 
the important high school years. 


+ By the end of the day the twenty 
men had reached an agreement. The 
solution they reached was drastic; some 
termed it visionary. They would start 
their own school! A Christian boarding 
school on the South Dakota prairie! 
Before the gathering broke up that 
day, their host, Richard M. Marshall 
cemented the agreement with the gift of 
a full forty acres on a public highway 
just outside of Miller, S.D., and Sunshine 
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Bible Academy was formally launched. 

Today, seven years and some two hun- 
dred students later, there is ample evi- 
dence that God has honored that vision. 
The academy now stands on its own 
campus, spreading over one hundred and 
sixty prairie acres. Fully accredited by 
the state of South Dakota, it offers not 
only four years of academic training by 
teachers who average more education 
than the typical Dakota small-town high 
school teacher, but also what school 
leaders call “the equivalent of one year 
of Bible school.” 

Moreover, each year since its beginning 
in 1951, not one student has reached the 
close of the spring term without having 
professed Christ as Lord. There is no 
record of delinquency concerning even 
one boy or girl who has spent a year at 
the school. And at least two girls, who 
were sent to the school by state courts 
have experienced remarkable transfor- 
mations of life.

people, children of the original twenty 
men, and others from church-orientated 
homes, come into Christian maturity. 
Outlets like teaching in vacation Bible 
school and gospel team activities keep 
these Christian young people occupied in 
the crucial teens, just as the twenty men 
planned and prayed seven years ago 
David Eggebraaten is cited as one fine 
and typical example. 

Dave comes from Rapid City, a semi- 
rural town in the Black Hills. His father 
is on the academy school board, and is 
a Gideon. His wife also keeps busy in 
church work. Dave was oldest in a family 
of six children. He grew up to regard 
church-going as natural as springtime 
wheat planting. 

At fifteen, he was the typical product 
of a conservative Christian home. Truly 
committed to Christ in his heart, a little 
over-sheltered, perhaps, he was no young 
rebel. Yet he was full of mischief. Things 
regarding the church and Christianity 
were so commonplace that he had come 
to regard them with a dismaying degree 
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Faith 
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of casualness. Somehow he found it easy 
to get into scrapes. Which way would 
he go? Those who knew him best said 
the pendulum might swing either way. 

But when Dave was a high school 
junior, he transferred to Sunshine Bible 
Academy. Nothing at all revolutionary 
happened, so far as one could see. But 
it was the fact that it didn’t that makes 
Dave’s story important. For if there was 
an incipient rebellion in his heart against 
his early training it was stopped right 
there. Interested in music, he joined the 
band and the glee club. He found a good 
outlet for his overflowing energy in a 
gospel team trio. 

In those next two years, while Dave 
was growing up, he matured as a leader 
among Christian young people. For two 
summers he traveled with school field 
representatives. Just before graduation, 
he affirmed the dedication of his life 
and talent anew by writing a gospel song 
now widely used in Dakota churches. 

Dave's education didn’t stop with the 
academy. He went on to music college. 
Today he is working with young people 
and Indians in our own southwestern 
states.

The man who walks by faith learns to 
find the will of God before he takes each 
step. This is quite different from making 
our plans and then seeking God’s blessing 
on them. But the centurion scorned the 
wisdom that is from above, choosing in- 
stead the opinion of men who should 
have known (v. 11). 

The tempest that followed 
natural hope and set the stage for a dis- 
play of faith. Hope that is anchored in 
things that are seen cannot endure the 
storms of life. “And when neither sun nor

(v. 20). 


+ A lone voice broke the deathly silence 


imposed by fear. Paul had a message of 
comfort from the Lord, “And now I ex- 
hort you to be of good cheer: for there 
shall be no loss of any man’s life among 
you, but of the ship” (‘v. 22). Here we 
see the difference between happiness and 
the joy of faith. Happiness rests on the 
shaky foundation of the things that 
“happen.” How quickly it lets us down in 
a crisis. Only joy anchored in the stead- 
fast promises of God can rise above the 
circumstances that so often depress us. 
Paul, waiting on God, had received as- 
surance that he and his fellow passengers 
would survive the storm (vv. 23, 24). 
There was no hint in the dark sky or 
churning waters that the tempest was be- 
ginning to subside, but Paul expressed 
confidence that all would be well (v. 25). 
He had learned to trust God implicitly. 
The natural man knows by observation, 
experiment and reason. The Christian 
says, “Through faith we understand .. .” 
(Heb. 11:3). When man chose his own 
course in the Garden of Eden he cut him- 
self off from the treasures of divine wis- 





dom and knowledge and limited himself 
to that which his own senses could dis- 
cern.

taught in our earlier years or have 


heard from a pulpit or have read in a 
book, we have one single interpretation 
of some passage in the Word of God so 
fixed in our minds that we have little 
sympathy with those who would disagree 
with us. Furthermore, some people have 
been so gripped by an erroneous inter- 
pretation of Scripture that they associate 
themselves with some cult or peculiar 
movement that has nothing to do with 
the general body of Christian believers 
and the faith of the Church down 
through the ages. Of course, no book in 
the world has had such influence over 
the thinking and conduct of men as the 
Word of God, and it is not too surprising 
that some of the basic passages record- 
ing words from the lips of our Lord have 
been given a number of varying interpre- 
tations. 

Some time ago I was led to investigate 
the various interpretations of Matthew 
28:19, 20 (A.S.V.): “Go ye therefore, and 
make disciples of all the nations, bap- 
tizing them into the name of the Father 
and of the Son and of the Holy Spirit: 
teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I commanded you: and lo 
I am with you always, even unto the 
end of the world.” The results of this 
study might be of interest to my readers. 
The verdicts mentioned under II must be 
wholly repudiated by anyone believing in 
the inspiration of the Holy Scriptures. 
I do not hesitate in saying that the in- 
terpretation of this single utterance from 
our Lord down through the ages, and its 
influence in the lives of men, warrants a 
Study that could become a_ doctoral 
thesis.

The Dead Sea 


Scrolls 


N this department for February, 1956, 
I I gave an extended review of a book 
by Dr. Millar Burrows published the 
preceding year, The Dead Sea Scrolls. 
After two and a half years, Dr. Burrows, 
professor at the Divinity School of Yale 
University since 1925, Professor of Bib- 
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lical Theology from 1934 to 1950, and 
Chairman of the Department of Near 
Eastern Languages and Literatures of 
Yale University Graduate School since 
1950, has felt led to write a second vol- 
ume on the same subject, because of the 
large amount of new material which has 
been discovered, and the vast literature 
on the earlier manuscripts and the later 
finds that has appeared. This second 
large volume (430 pages) was published, 
|} aS was the first, by the Viking Press 
| of New York ($6.50) . 
| In my review of the former book, I 
| remarked that for myself I considered 
| it “without doubt the most comprehen- 
sive, satisfying and sane discussion of the 
subject that has yet appeared in our 
language.” This new work does not re- 
place the earlier one, but it does contain 
a great deal of material not available 
when the first study was published. In 
| view of the hundreds of articles and 
| books on the Dead Sea Scrolls that have 
appeared in all the principal European 
languages, because these discoveries are 
exercising more influence over Biblical 
interpretation than any single event of 
the twentieth century, and because at 
| times we see some very carelessly writ- 
ten and unjustified insinuations that 
these discoveries militate against the 
| Christian view of the uniqueness and 
| absolute pre-eminence of Jesus Christ, I 
feel justified in returning to this sub- 
ject through a review of Dr. Burrows’ 
new book. 

The Qumran Community was estab- 
lished in the last part of the second cen- 


tury before Christ, and was occupied, 
With an interruption of about thirty 
| years, until the fall of Jerusalem in 


| A. D. 70. It has been estimated that there 
| were about six hundred different works 
among the scrolls and fragments of the 
faa area alone, of which of course 
| only a few are complete, some being rep- 
| resented by a few columns, and some by 
| mere fragments and scraps. These manu- 
scripts are in eight different languages, 
including Biblical Hebrew, Palestinian, 
Aramaic, Greek, Latin, Arabic, etc. The 
oldest of all the Hebrew manuscripts 
of Qumran is a portion of the Book of 
Samuel, which, it has been estimated, 
was written at the end of the third cen- 
tury B.C. The caves of Wady Murabbaat, 
not far from Qumran, which have also 
yielded significant manuscripts, were oc- 
cupied from prehistoric times. It is now 
believed that the Qumran itself was a 
settlement in the days of the Hebrew 
monarchy. 

Speaking of the location of Qumran, it 
is now suggested by several scholars that 
the “City of Salt” mentioned in Joshua 
15:62 (RV) was Qumran. Burrows has 
a very interesting comment here on the 
other cities of verses 61 and 62: “The 
other three cities named in this and the 
| preceding verse, between Engedi and

Actually, you find them throughout the 
Bible. After the fall, God told Adam that 
the ground would be cursed for his sake 
—but He also showed him in terms of 
thorns and thistles. Noah building the 
ark was a continuing visual aid, a 
sound and action picture, emphasizing 
to those about him that God would cer- 
tainly send the flood. Every Old Testa- 
ment sacrifice was a picture illustrating 
the principle of substitutionary atone- 
ment and pointing toward Calvary. 

In the New Testament likewise the 
Lord Jesus Christ pictured His lessons 
as well as spoke them. To teach men to 
trust He said, “Behold the fowls of the 
air” and “Consider the lilies of the field.” 
To teach humility, He held up a little 
child. To teach civic duty, He asked for a 
penny. To teach the urgency of the times,

He created a mental image or concept 
of fields “white unto the harvest.” 

Significantly government, business and 
education have all discovered they can 
convey meaning faster and better by us- 
ing both words and pictures. Thus gov- 
ernment falls back on charts and graphs 
and diagrams at nearly every conference. 
Business relies on pictures in selling its 
products. And education increasingly is 
leaning upon visual aids of all kinds in 
the classrooms. 

But what about the Sunday school? If 
God uses words and visualization in His 
and if this com- 
bination is recognized by secular groups 
as the ideal in conveying meaning, why 
do we tend to lean on words alone in 
much of our Sunday school and church 
instruction? 

The answer is perhaps twofold: 

First, the words-only method is the 
familiar way—the way by which most of 
us learned Bible truths. We do not real- 
ize the difference a words and pictures 
approach would make. 

Second. the average church and Sun- 
day school has not yet learned to teach 
with visual aids. More often than not 
where films or other visual aids are used 
they are used as entertainment and a 
substitute for the lesson. 

Happily this is not the entire story. 
Many Sunday schools and churches are 
using visual aids in their teaching pro- 
grams and using them effectively. And 
more visual materials are available now 
than ever before—not only flannelgraph, 


| still pictures and blackboard helps, but 

















projected visual aids. 

A wide selection of films and filmstrips 
is within the reach of every church. In 
fact some publishers of Sunday school 
materials are even now selecting and 
recommending filmstrips for certain les- 
sons in their quarterlies. 

Why should your church and Sunday 
school be in the vanguard of the move- 
ment to make effective use of visual 
aids? First of all, because the proper use 
of visual aids will step up the learning 
process. It is a proved fact that in some 
instances pupils have been able to learn 
up to 40 to 50 per cent more in a given 
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Second, children, and adults as well 
like visual teaching. A visually supportec 
teaching program will build attendance 
as well as teach effectively. 

Third, the use of visual aids will help 
the teaching staff. The worker who goes)

It is infinitely easier to find support 
for a hospital, an orphanage or a leprosy 
colony than for literature. 

Furthermore, literature needs long- 
term planning which is impossible with- 
out regular, adequate funds. No mission- 
ary dares start such a project unless he is 
sure there will be funds to complete it. 

In an effort to help Christians under- 
stand these facts, Dr. Vincent Brush- 
wyler, general director of the Conserva- 
tive Baptist Foreign Mission Society, con- 
ceived the idea of creating a fictional 
“literature missionary” and appealing to 
churches to put “Mr. Page” in their mis- 
sionary budgets. In this way they would 
support him as they do their other mis- 
sionaries—with regular contributions and 
prevailing prayer. 

The first step in the project is “Meet 
Mr. Page.” The filmstrip portrays what 
is now being done and what could be done 
through literature. To keep the idea and 
activities of Mr. Page before the Chris- 
tian public, a monthly cartoon strip is 
being planned on “The Adventures of 
Missionary Page.” Though prepared by 
CBFMS, the filmstrip and cartoons are 
being released through ELO to other 
evangelical groups.

MEMORY SELECTION: But whoso 
hath the world’s goods, and beholdeth 
his brother in need, and shutteth up his 
compassion from him, how doth the love 
of God abide in him?—I John 3:17

Social justice is an important part of 


the outworking of the gospel; in fact, it 
is an essential part of the Christian’s life 
and service. Too long the conservative 
group the Protestant Church has 
failed to fully recognize the social impli- 
cations of the gospel and left social wel- 
fare work to professional workers or to 
those who have not the one essential ele- 
ment for successful help to the poor and 
needy—the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

One can be fully sympathetic with and 
thankful for all those who sacrificially 
labor to relieve the burdens of those in 
need. But one must face the fact that 
without the redeeming grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ such help can only be par- 
tial and temporary. 

Our lesson stresses the fact that 
poor and needy of this world 
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I. Have God’s Interest and Concern 
(Isa. 58:6-8) 

The preceding verses of this chapter 
discuss the wrong attitude of the people 
to their fast days. They were intended 
to be a deeply moving spiritual experi- 
ence but they had become just a burden- 
some ritual. 

For those whose heart was right to- 
ward God the days of fasting resulted 
in a recognition of God’s interested con- 
cern for all of the poor and needy.

It would be to fail your class 
members to try to shield them from the 
plain teaching of God’s Word on this 
point, and thus encourages them to drift 
into a lost eternity. 


October 5 
Introducing the Gospel 


Luke 1:1-4; 3:1-6 
MEMORY SELECTION: But when the 
fulness of the time was come, God sent 
forth his son ...—Galatians 4:4 


The life of Jesus has an eternal qual- 
ity which makes us rejoice at every op- 
portunity to study it anew. During the 
next three months we are to consider 
it as revealed in the gospels of Matthew, 
Mark and Luke. These gospels give us 
accounts of what Jesus said and did as 
they were written by these eye-witnesses 
shortly after our Lord ascended into 
heaven. 

The lesson for today is in the nature 
of an introduction to the study, present- 
ing the author Luke and a statement of 
his purpose and plan in writing and also 
bringing into the picture the unique 


preacher, John the Baptist, who was the 
God-appointed forerunner of our Lord’s 
ministry. We center our thought on these 
two unique men. 


I. An Author and His Work (Luke 
1:1-4) 

Reading a book is a privilege and 
reading the right kind of a book should 
be an illuminating and stirring experi- 
ence. What a pity it is that so few peo- 
ple in our day read good books, and es- 
pecially the Good Book, the Bible. 

To read a book intelligently you should 
know something about the author. Under 
the inspiration of the Holy Spirit, Luke 
was the author of the Gospel which 
bears his name and of the book of Acts 
(Acts 1:1). He was an important man of 
culture and distinction, but with gracious 
humility he worked in the background. 

Luke was a Gentile (Col. 4:11-14) and, 
judging by his name, a Greek. He was 
versed in the Greek philosophy concern- 
ing the perfection of personality and had 


found the fulfillment of all his dreams 


in Christ. 

He was a physician (Col. 4:14), and 
used medical terms in his writing. He 
had a close friend and possibly a patron 
in “his excellency” Theophilus (Acts 1:1; 


Luke 1:3). He was an intimate friend 
and helper of the apostle Paul and 
served as his fellow-missionary (Acts 


16:11; 20:5-6; etc.) and physician. 

His work as an author whom God the 
Holy Spirit could use indicates great 
care and discrimination. He talked with 
many eye-witnesses and “ministers of the 





word” for good source material. He 
“traced the course” of his information 
as he “set forth in order” the life of 


Jesus. 
He knew that these important matter 





had to be written down so that there 
could be “certainty” (v. 4) about this 
great salvation. He who knew these

There have been times when this did 
not need to be spelled out so plainly.

They are a deep 
commitment, a broad vision, and a stub- 
born persistence. In Livingstone these 
characteristics were very strong. In addi- 
tion he seemed to have an unusual un- 
derstanding of the African.

According to reliable reports, a new 


and more challenging type of education 
waits many high schoolers returning 
from summer recess. A survey by the 
Gallup Poll indicates more than half of 
the 20,000 public high schools in this 
country have either changed their cur- 
riculums and have raised standards or 
are planning to do so.

Q. What are others doing? 

A. The girls, some of them, work in 
homes for their room and board, some 
work as waitresses or as secretaries. The 
fellows have jobs in filling stations, and 
so on. There are many different jobs for 
students here. 


Q. Folks want to know how your train- 
ing here fits you for God’s calling in re- 


' spect to your life work. 


A. While we learn here, we get a basic 
knowledge of the Word of God. Whether 
we serve full time or whether we are 
laymen, one thing is certain—we want to 
be proficient and skilled in the Word of 
God. 

Q. What are alumni doing? 

A. About one in four are on the mis- 
sion field. Others serve as pastors and 
Christian education directors. Of course, 
there are a lot of pastors’ wives. There 
are also those who serve as lay-workers 
in churches. 

Q. It’s often said that Bible institutes 


are too strict. What do you think about 
it? 

A. They aren’t, really. You have to 
have rules, of course. But actually, we 
have considerable liberty. 

Q. Would you say you are receiving 
a “hot-house” education by being “pro- 
tected” from the world? 

A. Certainly not. We are in the world 
though not “of” it. In our Christian 
service we witness down at the mission, 
where we work, and many, many othe 
ways. I wouldn’t say at all that we get 
a “hot house” training here. 

Q@. Can you think of any disadvan- 
tages in coming to Bible school? 

A. Well, not exactly. Except if a per- 


son merely gets a head knowledge of§ 


the Bible here, his time is wasted, and 
I suppose it would be possible to go 
through Bible school without too much 
reaching of the heart. If that were the 
case, it would be a disadvantage. How- 
ever, as I have observed my fellow stu- 
dents, I don’t feel that that is the case. 


Q. What is the difference between af 


Bible institute and theological seminary? 

A. Mainly in the prerequisites. One 
has to have a college degree to go to 
a theological seminary, and only a high 
school diploma to attend a Bible insti- 
tute. 

Q. Would you say that seminaries and 
Bible institutes are competing, offering 
two alternative ways into the ministry? 

A. No, I wouldn’t. Many older people 


years of Bible school. These people have 
not had the advantage of going to col- 


them. Then I know a good number who 
have gone to Bible school, then college 
and then seminary, without duplicating 
work. 

Q. If a consecrated high school per- 
son would ask you for advice about where 


to go on to school, what would you say? § 


A. I’d say it was a matter of the 
Lord’s will for him. God is also directing 
some to Bible colleges or 
colleges or to the trades. But he ought 
to consider the possibility that God 
wants him—wherever he should go—to 
attend at least one year of Bible school. 
I would further give him my testimony 
that I am thrilled with what I am get- 
ting at Bible school. And if I had it to 
do all over again, I would do the same as 
I have done—except I’d study a little 
harder next time!

| We'd like you to meet an enthusiastic 
Hbooster of teen-age wrestling—Weldon 
Johnson. Weldon is a well-built, sharp- 
appearing senior at the new Tacoma 
»(Wash.) Woodrow Wilson High School. 
"For Weldon, wrestling is a grade school 
psideline that grew up with him. Now, un- 
der the skillful guidance of Coach Elmer 
Peterson, it’s developed into a real sci- 
sence with him. He likes it partly because 
sthere’s lots of fun and excitement and 
»Partly because it’s loaded with challenge. 
“Wrestling keeps you in top shape,” 
Nays Weldon. “It’s one sport where you 
bring every muscle in the body into use. 
You've also got to be alert every split 
second. The idea that athletes are big in 


Se 
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brawn and low in I1.Q. is old hat.” Most 
of them, like Weld, are among the sharp- 
est kids in school. 

All of Weldon’s activities aren’t con- 
fined to wrestling turnouts. Fear from it. 
President of Christian Youth Club, he 
serves as vice-president of the area coun- 
cil made up of all club officers and assists 
at different times in the Voice of Chris- 
tian Youth’s rallies and radio work. He’s 
just as quick to talk about Christian in- 
terests as he is sports. 

“Jesus Christ is not only my Saviour, 
He’s a Friend—a source of real power in 
my life and my Guide. Kids in school 
these days face a lot of temptations, and 
it sure is wonderful to have Someone in 
your life to meet them.” 

Living for Christ isn’t always easy, ac- 
cording to Weldon. “In fact,” he Says, 
“Paul compares it to a wrestling match 
when he writes. ‘For we wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, but against prin- 
cipalities, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places!’ ” 

Weldon has taken this comparison be- 
tween the sport and the Christian life 
and built it into a fine message he’s given 
in a number of the clubs. 

“First,” he maintains, “your coach is 
important. It takes a lot of know-how to 
turn a green, muscle-bound high schooler

into a scientific wrestler, and it takes the 
power of salvation and the guiding hand 
of the Lord to make of a young person 
what God would have him be 

“Then there’s conditioning—keeping in 
shape for the match. Here’s where right 
foods along with exercising and proper 
rest come in. As a Christian I need the 
food of the Word of God, the exercising 
of my faith in witnessing, and the rest 
that comes from trusting in Him to make 
me fit for God’s team. 

“Another thing—you can never go into 
a wrestling match with the event already 
won in your mind. If your opponent is 
good enough to be in there, he’s good 
enough to win. Same way on the spirit- 
ual side. You can never underestimate 
the subtle ways of the devil. 

“Also, there’s a secret to winning at 
wrestling,” Weldon says. “Watch for 
your opponent’s weakness, then counter 
it. Our coach tells us that ‘for every hold, 
there’s a counter to escape.’ And God 
tells us that in life’s match He'll always 
make a way of escape for the Christian 
when he’s tempted. It’s up to us to find 
that way and use it.” 

Weldon finds a lot in westling to com- 
pare with the Christian life. In fact, be- 
tween wrestling as a sport and living for 
Christ, you could call him, as we have 
here in this article, a grappler for God.
